Rare Presidential Ballot 
Released by Employees

her family for years. 

A far cry from our system of secret 
voting, the voter back in the pre- 
Civil War days had to sign his name 
on the back of the ballot before it 
was valid. 

This ballot had been signed by 
William Francisco, Great - Great 
Uncle of Mrs. Howard. 

In those days, too, suffrage in most 
states — including Virginia where 
this ballot was cast—was restricted 


to property owners. 

Mrs. Howard said a frien 
family found the ballot in үч н 
mains of a fire in Estelville, V, 
(now Gate City, Va.) where Union 
soldiers burned the courthouse during 
the Civil War. i 

The signature on the back was 
written plainly with a goose quill pen 
using ink made of ink balls col- 
lected from forests and mixed with 
logwood, Mrs. Howard said. 

Mr. Polk in 1844 defeated Henry 
Clay of the Republican Party (then 
called Tories) by a popular majority 
of only 38,000 votes, but by 175 elec- 
toral votes to 105.
